Judge Cooley Gives Some Good Advice. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Recently on as- 


sociation of wholesale grocers in Pitts- 
burgh illod with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission a protest against any change, 
ns askctl by New York shippers, In the 
presont system of freight classification as 
botweon car-loads on the one hand, and 
smaller quantities on the other; but added 
that tlioy deomod it "unnecessary to enter 
into any argument on the subject, other 
thmi to say that the said classification is, 
In their opinion, just and fair to all con- 
coniod." 


.Judge Cooley, acknowledging the re- 


coipt of tho letter, comments as follows 
upon tho disinclination occasionally mani- 
fested by parties In interest to argue their 
cases before the commission. 


"Allow me to say that this course is 


neither fair to the commission nor busi- 
noiiH-llke. Any such question as Is pre- 
sented by the New York petitions has two 
side*. One side will be strongly presented 
by the petitioners and all the considera- 
tions advanced which will tell In their 
favor. You! appear to assume that the 
commission will infallibly discover the 
considerations bearing on the other side, 
and you refrain from giving assistance. I 
bug to remind you that K you treated your 
lawsuits In tbo same way, you would gen- 
erally got beaten even when justice was 
on your side. The court noeds the aid of 
tho parties, and It will get but Imperfect 
views without it. You may think the rail- 
roads will present all that can be said, but 
this is a very unsafe reliance; they may 
think it for their interest, before the cases 
are concluded, to yield to tha petitioners' 
claims.Railroads mako frequent changes in 
their classification, and for aught wo know 
they may be perfectly willing to make the 
ono now demanded. 
The commission is 


exceedingly desirous to administer tho 
new Inw justly and according to its spirit. 
.Hut In order to do this it is necessary that 
it havn assistance from suoh persons as 
are able to ronder it. And whon citizens 
deliberately withhold such assistance, they 
will bo fairly estopped, if they find that 
decisions are made to thoir detriment, 
from mnklug any complaint. It is not In 
tli» nature ol' things that the commission 
Hhnulil not sometimes bo misled when only 
ono sido of a controversy is presented."

Ohiitf Higual Ofllcor, was put upon tho 
Btnnd nEtor tho objection of counsel to the 
admission of evidence covering the period 
prior to thn incumbency of General Groely 
had boon overruled by the court. Lieuten- 
ant Mitchell identified the several letters 
of instruction Issued to Lieutenant Weber, 
defining lilx duties and tho replies re- 
coivod from him. Lieutenant IVober's re- 
plios iillugo that ho was occupied in the 
dnt.y of repourlng telegraph line and in 
otlior affairs that ho considered of para- 
mount importance to tho duty of making 
tho reports, which were rendered at the 
earliest poHsiblo niomunt. He alleges that 
the largo amount of routine work and the 
slight assistance rendered by other mom- 
born of tho corps caused tho clerical work 
of this post to fall behind.

that he suffered frequently from exposure 
nnd hardship Incident to the service ID the 
rigorous climate of Woods Holl and violn- 
ity.

Both 
fell bleeding to the floor and1 the would-be 
murderer then turned coolly f romthe house 
and started down the (treet. Before be 
had gone far, however, he was captured 
and taken to the Central station. He was 
somewhat under the influence of liquor, 
but did not appear much concerned at the 
terrible deed. 


He stated that as he could not sell his 


horse and wagon, he had determined to 
exterminate his family and then kill hlm- 
lielf. Mrs. Joyce is unoon«0lous and will 
die. One ball entered her brain and tbe 
other lodged in her thigh.

has an ugly wound fa ber side and another 
in her hip.

A large number of English Liberal and 


Hadlcal members of the House of Com- 
mons hare given their promise to visit and 
speak in Ireland daring the recess, and 
their protests against the tactics of the 
Tory Government will, It is expected, pro- 
duce a profound impression upon the 
minds of the English electors.

Quincy, to-urge a reduction of the maiv 
mum freight rates in Illinois, as fixed b; 
the board of railroad commissioners, 
which it had been formally charged were 
very much in excess of the inter-state 
rates as voluntarily established and main- 
tained by the railroad companies. 


All the railroad companies in the state 


with the exception Of the Lake Erie & 
Western and the I., B. & W. had repre- 
sentatives in attendance, and the com- 
mission urged a full and fierce discussion 
to the end that all possible light might 
be spread on the vexed question, and if 
possible an amicable and fair solution 
reached. 


W. A. Brnbraker, manager of the Peo- 


ria freight bureau, opened the ball for 
the manufacturers and shippers, and pre- 
sented the rates from the state and the 
inter-state tariffs, which showed conclu- 
sively .that the former were greatly IB 
excess pf the latter, in some instances 
nearly or quite three times aa great. He 
spoke of the hardships to which Illinois 
manufacturers and shippers were sub- 
jected and asserted as the lower inter- 
state rates fixed by the railroad com- 
panies themselves were presumably re- 
munerative, it was plainly the duty of 
the commission to reduce the maximum 
rates that the road might lawfully exact 
from Illinois people. 


Others spoke on the same line, and af- 


terwards several of the railroad men 
spoke. They were decidedly wary, and 
insisted in general terms that they were 
unable to give inter-state rates on Illi- 
nois business; that they were forced to 
adopt the lower rates on inter-state traf- 
fic and that if they attempted to hold 
out against these they would bo shut Off 
'rom outside business. The discussion 
was protracted to a late hour and an ad- 
onrnnient was than taken until to-day. 
Secretary Cloyd, of the Deoatnr Board 
of Trade, was among the representatives 
present from this city.
